The  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  Pennsj^lvania  was 
founded  in  1765.  Its  originators  were  Dr.  William  Shippen,  Dr. 
John  Morgan,  Dr.  Adam  Kuhn,  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush,  and  Dr. 
Thomas  Bond,  all  of  whom,  except  Dr.  Bond,  received  their  medical 
education  in  Europe,  principally  at  the  Universities  of  Leyden  and 
Edinburgh,  and  there  attained  both  distinction  and  honors.  Among 
their  successors,  whose  names  are  most  widely  known,  were  Barton, 
Wistar,  Chapman,  Physick,  Dewees,  Horner,  Hare,  Gibson,  Jackson, 
and  Hodge.  From  the  foundation  of  the  school  down  to  the  present 
time  the  number  of  its  graduates  is  about  ten  thousand. 

The  present  eligible  site  of  the  school  forms  a  portion  of  a  large 
plot  of  ground  sold  to  the  University  by  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
upon  which  one  of  the  most  stately  college  buildings  in  the  country 
has  been  erected  for  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  The  Medi- 
cal Departm,ent  occupies  an  adjacent  edifice  of  the  same  general  style 
of  architecture,  and  much  larger  and  more  commodipus,  as  well  as 
more  elegant,  than  any  building  in  America  devoted  to  a  similar 
purpose.  The  Lecture  and  Dissecting  Rooms,  the  Museums,  and 
the  numerous  other  apartments  are  so  constructed  as  to  excel  all 
previous  accommodations  for  a  Medical  School.  These  advantages, 
with  the  quiet,  the  absence  of  temptations  to  idleness,  and  the  pure 
air  of  the  locality,  have  greatly  tended  to  promote  industrious 
habits  among  the  students,  to  render  their  studies  agreeable  and  pro- 
fitable, and  to  preserve  their  health,  objects  which  it  was  impossible 
to  secure  in  an  equal  degree  while  the  school  remained  in  the  centre 
of  the  city.  Immediately  adjacent  is  the  University  Hospital,  simi- 
lar in  architectural  style,  the  three  forming  a  group  of  buildings 
of  rare  and  imposing  beauty.  Almost  as  near  is  the  great  Philadel- 
phia (or  Aims-House)  Hospital  containing  nearly  1000  beds,  all 
available  for  clinical  instruction. 

Several  years  ago  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  desirous  of  rendering 
medical  education  more  systematic  and  thorough,  established  a  volun- 
tary, graded  course  of  study  extending  over  three  years.  According 
to  this  plan,  during  the  first  year,  the  students  paid  attention  to  the 
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fundamental  sciences  of  anatomy,  chemistry  and  physiology,  and  to 
materia  medica  and  therapeutics  ;  while  during  the  second  year  they 
attended  lectures  on  the  applied  branches  also,  and  in  the  third  year 
devoted  themselves  to  the  latter  exclusively,  as  an  immediate  pre- 
paration for  a  final  examination  for  the  degree  of  M.D.  Each 
succeeding  year  the  number  who  availed  themselves  of  this  more 
thorough  and  systematic  instruction  has  increased,  and  those  who 
pursued  it  have  illustrated  its  value  by  the  quality  of  their  inaugural 
theses  and  the  merit  of  their  examinations  for  the  degree. 

In  planning  the  new  Medical  Hall,  the  necessit}^  for  development 
and  advance  in  the  system  of  teaching  was  anticipated  by  the 
Medical  Faculty,  and  ample  provision  was  made  for  laboratories 
in  connection  with  the  chairs  of  anatomy,  chemistr}^,  physiology, 
materia  medica,  and  pathological  anatomy.  For  several  years  the 
practical  courses  established  by  the  professors  of  anatomy,  chemistry, 
physiology,  and  morbid  anatomy,  have  been  zealously  attended  by 
an  increasing  proportion  of  the  class. 

As,  however,  it  has  heretofore  been  impossible  to  render  obligatory 
upon  all  students  an  attendance  on  three  courses  of  lectures,  the 
Faculty  has  not  been  able  so  to  grade  and  arrange  the  period  of 
studies  as  to  allow  those  students  who  elected  to  study  three  years 
to  occupy  their  time  to  the  best  advantage.  Equally  has  it  been 
impossible  to  render  accessible  to  such  students,  without  much 
additional  expense,  the  various  opportunities  for  the  laboratory  in- 
struction required,  and  the  numerous  courses  of  practical  clinical 
teaching,  for  which  the  University  possesses  such  unrivalled  facilities. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  have 
also  long  recognized  the  great  necessity  for  a  further  advance  in  the 
system  of  medical  teaching,  and  some  time  since  they  determined  to 
inaugurate  it  as  soon  as  it  became  practicable.  To  do  this  safel}', 
and  with  the  certainty  of  being  sustained,  a  considerable  amount  of 
money  was  necessary.  This  amount  having  been  raised,  it  has  been 
resolved  to  establish  the  improved  and  higher  system  of  education 
without  delay. 

By  a  recent  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it  has  been  decided 
that  all  future  matriculates  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  shall 
attend  three  courses  of  lectures  previous  to  their  examination  for 
the  degree.  The  courses  will,  as  heretofore,  be  of  five  months* 
duration,  and  the  studies  will  be  so  graded  as  to  allow  the  constant 
introduction  of  new  matter  as  the  student  progresses,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  secure  at  least  as  much  repetition  of  the  more  essential 


subjects  as  in  tlie  fornior  system  of  tcacljing.  The  details  of  the  new 
plan  are  i^iveii  below. 

It  will  be  Been  that,  in  addition  to  tiie  important  features  of  a 
lengthened  period  of  study  and  a  graded  curriculum,  it  requires  sys- 
tematic laboratory  instruction  in  the  fundamental  medical  sciences, 
as  well  as  the  personal  teaching  of  each  student  in  all  important  prac- 
tical subjects — such  as  physical  diagnosis,  medicine,  surgery,  diseases 
of  women,  etc.  Although  the  students  who  were  willing  to  incur  the 
expense  have  hitherto  enjoyed  ample  opportunities  for  acquiring 
knowledge  in  those  particulars,  yet  the  impossibility  of  enforcing 
their  study  upon  the  whole  medical  class  constituted  one  of  the 
gravest  defects  of  the  former  S3^stem.  In  short,  the  present  reform 
in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  is  designed  chiefly  to  introduce 
into  the  official  curriculum  of  medical  study  the  methods  which  have 
long  been  used  in  European  schools,  and  which,  in  all  other  depart- 
ments of  science,  have  given  vitality  and  practical  utility  to  the  older 
didactic  system. 

In  issuing  the  present  announcement,  which  contains  the  first 
official  statement  of  this  great  change,  it  is  but  proper  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  very  advanced  position  in  which  it  will  place  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  University,  and  to  the  Yery  peculiar  advantages 
which  all  of  its  matriculates  will  hereafter  enjoy.  It  is  universally 
acknowledged  that  the  term  of  attendance  on  lectures  has  hitherto 
been  too  short,  and  in  response  to  this  general  conviction  the 
University  of  Penns3'lvania  has  decided  to  require  the  longer 
period  of  three  years.  In  doing  so,  moreover,  such  extensive  advan- 
tages have  been  added  to  the  course,  that  it  is  confidently  felt  that 
the  future  graduates  of  the  University  will  not  only  be  entitled  to, 
but  will  also  receive,  a  larger  share  of  the  confidence  of  the  commu- 
nity than  can  be  claimed  by  those  who  have  pursued  a  less  thorough 
course  of  study. 

MEDICAL  FACULTY. 

The  Medical  Department  is  under  the  immediate  government  of 
the  Medical  Professors,  who  constitute  the  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
subject  to  the  Rules  and  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The

EULES  AND  REQUIIIEME:N'TS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

I.  The  candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  twentj^-one  years,  and  be  of  good  moral  character. 
He  must  have  applied  himself  to  the  study  of  medici^ie  for  three 
years,  and  have  attended  at  least  his  last  course  of  instruction  in 
this  school ;  have  prepared  a  satisfactory  thesis,*  and  have  passed  the 
required  examinations. 

II.  Students  who  have  attended  one  course  in  a  regularf  medical 
school  shall  be  admitted  as  students  of  the  second  course  in  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  after  having  satisfactorily  passed  an 
examination  in  General  Chemistry  and  Materia  Medica  and  Phar- 
macy. Students  who  have  attended  two  courses  in  a  regular  medi- 
cal school,  shall  be  admitted  as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this 
institution,  after  having  satisfactorily  passed  an  examination  in 
General  and  Medical  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmac}', 
Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

Graduates  of  other  regular  medical  schools  in  good  standing  shall 
be  admitted  as  students  of  the  third  course  in  this  institution  without 
any  examination. 

III.  When  a  candidate  applies  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  for 
examination,  he  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  above  rules 
have  been  complied  with. 

lY.  The  voting  on  the  case  of  each  candidate  is  by  ballot.     Candi- 

*  The  thesis  must  be  in  the  candidate's  own  handwriting,  and  should  be 
written  on  thesis  paper,  the  alternate  pages  being  left  blank.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  the  candidate  prepare  his  essay  before  the  commencement  of  the 
last  course  of  lectures. 

A  thesis  may  be  published  by  the  candidate  if  he  desires  it,  the  permission  of 
the  professor  by  whom  he  was  examined  thereon  being  first  obtained ;  but  no 
alteration  shall  be  made  in  such  thesis  without  the  consent  of  the  said  pro- 
fessor.

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diitos  who  have  not  been  succ'os.sful  upon  a  first  cxaniinrilion  will  he 
permitted  to  have  a  second,  when  all  the  classes  have  been  disposed 
of.  The  second  examination  will  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of 
the  Facult3\ 

V.  The  candidate  shall  pay  the  graduation  fee  on  tlie  presentation 
of  his  Thesis,  or  before  receiving  notice  of  having  successfully 
passed  his  final  examination.  Upon  receiving  such  notice,  he  will 
enter  his  name  on  the  register  for  the  purpose  of  being  reported  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

YI.  Candidates  who  have  passed  their  examination,  and  in  other 
respects  complied  with  the  regulations,  are  reported  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Faculty  to  the  Provost  of  the  University,  who  communicates 
such  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  order  that,  if  approved  of 
by  them,  their  mandamus  may  be  issued  for  conferring  the  Degree. 

YII.  The  Commencement  for  conferring  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  is  held  during  the  month  of  March. 

YIII.  The  Degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  a  candidate  wdio  ab- 
sents himself  from  the  Public  Commencement,  except  by  special  per- 
mission of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

ARRANGEMENT  OF  SESSIONS. 

The  Winter  Session,  upon  which  alone  attendance  is  required, 
begins  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  and  ends  on  the  last  week 
day  of  February  ensuing. 

The  Preliminary  Session  begins  on  the  second  Monday  (10th)  in 
September,  and  ends  on  the  Saturday  preceding  the  first  Monday  in 
October. 

\    The  Spring  Session,  including  the  course  of  the  Auxiliary  Faculty, 
iegins  on  the  third  Monday  of  March,  and  ends  about  June  10, 1878.

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PRELIMmAEY  SESSIOJ^— 1877. 

This  Session,  beginning  September  10,  18tY,  and  continuing  until 
the  commencenaent  of  the  Winter  Term,  although  not  obligatory 
upon  the  student,  is  strongly  recommended  to  those  who  can  attend 
it.  It  includes  lectures,  didactic  and  clinical,  by  members  of  the 
Faculty,  together  with  selected  lectures  on  the  more  important  sub- 
jects taught  by  the  Lecturers  in  the  Spring  Session. 

MUSEUM  Al^B  CABmETS. 

The  WiSTAR  AND  Horner  Museum,  which  was  founded  nearly 
One  Hundred  Years  ago,  and  has  been  annually  augmented,  is 
unequalled  in  the  United  States  for  the  number  and  variety  of  its 
specimens  of  the  normal  and  the  morbid  anatomy  of  every  part  of 
the  human  body.  It  also  contains  a  large  number  of  preparations 
in  comparative  anatomy,  and  an  extensive  collection  of  artistic 
models,  which  are  used  in  illustrating  the  several  courses  of  lectures 
delivered  in  the  Medical  Department.  The  ticket  of  matriculation 
in  this  Department  entitles  the  holder  to  admission  to  the  Museum, 
which  is  open  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  of  each  week,  from  9  to 
12  A.M.,  throughout  the  session. 

The  Cabinet  of  the  Professor  of  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine, 
collected  by  Dr.  George  B.  Wood  while  he  held  that  chair,  and 
generously  placed  by  him  at  the  service  of  his  successors,  contains 
an  extensive  series  of  wet  preparations,  drawings,  and  models  in  wax 
and  other  materials,  which  together  form  a  collection  unrivalled  in 
extent  and  value,  for  illustrating  diseases  of  the  internal  organs  and 
of  the  skin. 

Through  the  kind  interest  felt  for  the  School  by  the  late  distin- 
guished Professor  of  Obstetrics,  Dr.  Hugh  L.  Hodge,  its  means  of 
Instruction  have  been  enriched  by  the  gift  of  his  valuable  Cabinet 
adapted  for  illustrating  that  special  branch. 

Through  a  like  liberality  of  Dr.  Henry  H.  Smith,  Emeritus  Professor 
of  Surger}^,  the  University  has  received  an  extensive  and  valuable  gift 
of  models,  specimens,  and  drawings,  for  the  use  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery. 

The  spacious  and  elegant  apartments  devoted  to  these  collections 
in  the  new  building  have  greatly  improved  their  display,  and  rendered 
them  more  accessible  for  examination. 
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THE  STILLft  MKDICAL  LUUiARY. 

A  Mkdioal  Library,  oontiiiiiini!;  upwardH  of  three  thousand 
vohnnes,  has  been  founded  by  Prof.  AllVed  StilhJ  for  tlie  purpose 
of  promoting  a  spirit  of  scientific  research  and  literary  culture.  It 
will  be  accessible  to  advanced  students  and  graduates  of  the  Medical 
Department  under  a[)propriate  regulations. 

CLINICAL  AND  LABORATORY  INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  of  education  is  so  arranged  that  the  opportunity  is 
given  to  all  students  to  attend  tlwoughout  the  three  years,  if  desired, 
the  general  medical  and  surgical  clinics  at  the  University  Hospital, 
at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,  which  is  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
University,  and  at  the  Penns^^lvania  Hospital;  but  special  clinical 
facilities  are  provided  for  the  third  year.  In  this  year  each  student  is 
furnished  bedside  instruction  in  clinical  medicine  and  surgery,  in 
auscultation  and  percussion,  in  gynaecology,  in  diseases  of  the  eye, 
ear,  and  skin,  and  in  the  practical  use  of  tiie  ophthalmoscope  and 
laryngoscope.  In  effecting  this,  the  third-year  class  will  be  divided 
into  sections  of  convenient  size,  each  of  which  will  receive  from  the 
members  of  the  Faculty  direct  personal  instruction  in  the  various 
practical  subjects  above  mentioned. 

The  practical  instruction  in  chemistry,  pharmacy,  normal  and 
pathological  histolog}^,  which  is  described  in  the  subsequent  sections 
of  the  announcement  devoted  to  each  of  these  subjects,  is  now  a  part 
of  the  regular  course,  and  without  extra  expense.  It  is  co-ordinated 
with  the  didactic  teaching  in  such  a  manner  as  ;to  repeat  and  illustrate 
the  subjects  taught  in  the  lectures. 

Oppoitunities  will  also  be  given  to  .advanced  students  to  make 
original  researches  not  only  in  the  pharmaceutical,  chemical,  and 
pathological  laboratories,  but  also  in  that  of  physiology. 


THE  HOSPITAL  OF  TIIE  UNIVERSITY 
OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  University  Hospital  is  now  in  full  operation.  It  is  an  elegant 
and  commodious  edifice,  constructed  according  to  the  best  established 
principles  of  hospital  architecture,  provided  with  all  the  appliances 
pertaining  to  such  institutions  of  the  first  class,  is  adjacent  to  the 
new  Medical  Hall,  and  forms  an  integral   portion  of  the  Medical 
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Department.  There  were  treated  in  its  various  departments  during 
1876,  5251  cases,  representing  almost  all  of  the  known  medical,  sur- 
gical, and  gynaecological  affections.  Owing  to  its  being  situated 
within  a  very  short  distance  of  the  great  railroad  depots,  tlie  Hos- 
pital is  especially  rich  in  cases  of  severe  injury,  and  its  acute  sur- 
ger}^  is  almost  unrivalled.  Attendance  on  the  Clinical  Lectures 
delivered  in  its  amphitheatre  and  its  wards  is  a  part  of  the  daily 
duties  of  the  students,  and  ample  opportunities  are  afforded  to  the 
more  advanced  among  them  to  gain  a  personal  and  practical  acquaint- 
ance with  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Gyngecology,  and  Specialties. 
These  subjects  are  taught  by  the  several  Professors  in  the  Hospital. 

OTHER  HOSPITALS  AI^J)  HOSPITAL  CLIXICS. 

In  addition  to  the  official  clinical*  lectures  and  bedside  instruc- 
tions delivered  at  the  University  Hospital  and  the  other  diversified 
means  of  acquiring  practical  knowledge  and  skill  which  that  Institu- 
tion affords,  medical  students  have  the  opportunity  of  attending 
clinical  lectures  in  other  Hospitals,  as  well  as  private  classes  formed 
for  the  special  study  of  disease. 

The  Philadelphia  Hospital  is  contiguous  to  the  grounds  of  the 
University,  contains  900  beds,  and  is  the  only  large  hospital  in  the 
United  States  where  all  the  medical  attendants  are  continuously  on 
duty;  in  it  Clinical  lectures  are  delivered  twice  a  week  on  Medicine, 
Surgery,  and  the  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children.  Lectures  on 
Clinical  Medicine  and  Surgery  are  also  delivered  twice  a  week  during 
the  whole  year  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 
At  both  of  these  institutions  students  are  admitted  without  charge. 
During  the  spring  and  summer  private  classes  are  also  formed  for 
Clinical  Instruction,  for  which  a  moderate  fee  is  required. 

Appointments  of  Resident  Physicians,  amounting  to  twenty-five 
or  more,  are  made  annually  in  the  different  Hospitals  of  the  cit}-,  and 
are  open  to  competition  by  the  graduates  of  the  school,  of  whom  a 
large  number  have  filled  these  valuable  situations.  The  resident 
physicians  of  the  Universit}^  Hospital  are  ever}^  year  selected  by 
competitive  examination  from  among  the  graduating  class  of  th€ 
University. 

From  the  preceding  summary  it  is  evident  that  a  prolonged  resi- 
dence in  the  city  must  be  of  the  utmost  value  to  the  student,  by 
enabling  him  to  pursue  a  systematic  course  of  study  and  to  become 
practicall}?-  familiar  with  the  scientific  methods  of  investigating  dis- 
ease, and  with  the  principles  and  results  of  its  treatment. 
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PRAOTTCAL  ANATOMY. 

The  DissECTiNO  Rooms  of  tlic  Univ(u*.sit3'  are  open  tliroiijrliout  the 
year  (except  July  and  Aui^ust),  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Professor  of  Anatomy  and  the  Demonstrator. 

In  buihling  the  new  Medical  Hall  of  the  University,  care  has  been 
taken  to  provide  Dissecting  Rooms  wliicli  contain  everything  that 
experience  has  suggested  as  being  necessary  or  desirable.  The 
Rooms  are  unusually  large  and  high.  Their  ventilation  is  of  the 
most  perfect  kind,  and  adapted  both  to  winter  and  summer.  The 
light- \9  strong  and  equably  diffused  over  the  whole  space  by  means 
of  extensive  sk3dights  and  side-windows.  There  are  gas  burners 
over  every  table  for  work  by  night.  Every  table  has  a  stone  top, 
which  cannot  absorb  the  discharges  and  can  be  kept  perfectly  clean. 
There  are  numerous  washstands,  and  many  private  closets.  Clean- 
liness is  rigidly  enforced.  The  preservation  of  the  cadaver  has  been 
so  successfully  accomplished  as  almost  to  do  away  with  the  dangers 
of  dissecting  wounds.  Dissection  is  legalized  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
no  charge  is  made  for  material. 


PRACTICAL  SURGERY. 

The  Operating  Room  is  open  during  the  Session,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Professor  of  Surgery  and  his  Assistants.  Every  student 
is  here  thoroughly  instructed  and  practically  trained  in  the  applica- 
tion of  bandages  and  surgical  apparatus,  and  in  the  performance  of 
operations  upon  the  cadaver.  Instruments,  splints,  and  bandages  are 
supplied  free  of  cost. 

PRACTICAL  CHEMISTRY. 

The  Working  Laboratory  for  Practical  Chemistry,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  his  Assistant,  is  open 
during  the  Winter  Session,  and  a  portion  of  each  spring  and  autumn. 

The  instruction  here  given  is  in  harmony  with  the  Chemical  Lec- 
tures of  the  Winter  Session,  and  is  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  secure  to  the  student  a  Practical  familiarity  with  the  appa- 
ratus, materials,  processes,  and  reactions  which  are  the  subjects  of 
his  professional  study,  and  which  are  to  be  employed  in  his  sub- 
sequent practice.

The  courses  are  arranged  under  three  heads,  according  to  the 
preparation  of  the  pupil  and  his  own  especial  wants  and  choice. 

I.  Manipulation,  in  which  each  student  himself  prepares  the  appa- 
ratus, performs  the  various  experiments,  and  traces  the  reactions,  as 
shown  and  explained  in  the  regular  Winter  Lectures  of  the  Professor 
of  Chemistry. 

II.  Qualitative  and  Quantitative  Analysis,  so  far  as  relates 
to  the  wants  of  the  Medical  Practitioner.  This  includes  an  exten- 
sive range  of  testing  for  the  discrimination  between  the  various 
hurtful  substances  that  may  call  for  antidotes  and  those  which  are 
harmless;  and  embraces  Toxicology^  or  the  practical  separation  and 
detection  of  poisons  in  Organic  3Iixtures  and  Tissues. 

The  student  in  this  course  is  conducted  practically  through  the 
manufacture  of  all  the  prominent  Acids  and  Salts,  and  the  extrac- 
tion or  preparation  of  the  important  Alkaloids,  Ethers,  and  other 

ORGANIC  products. 

III.  The  Examination  of  Normal  and  Abnormal  Products  of 
the  human  body  concerned  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease,  such  as  urine, 
urinary  deposits,  bile,  blood,  etc. 


THE  PHYSIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

Is  under  the  charge  of  the  Professor  of  Physiology,  aided  by  the 
Demonstrator.  Its  main  object  is  to  afford  the  Student  an  oppor- 
tunity to  study  Physiology  by  experiment  and  personal  observation. 

The  functions  of  the  various  organs,  and  the  sources,  constitution, 
and  destination  of  the  secretions  and  excretions,  are  studied  in  the 
iving  and  dead  subject  by  the  student,  either  singly  or  in  classes. 

A  full  supply  of  all  the  necessary  materials  is  afforded  for  the 
practical  study  of  this  Department. 


THE  ANATOMICAL  AIN"©  HISTOLOGICAL 
LABORATORY. 

Is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Anatom^^,  and  the  direct 
guidance  of  the  Demonstrator  of  Histology.  The  special  object  of 
the  Laboratory  is  to  afford  students  the  opportunity  of  studying 
practical  Histology  in  its  relations  with  Human  Anatomy  and 
Physiology

rATIIOLOOUCAL  LABORATORY. 

This  Tiaboratory,  uiulcr  the  direction  of  tlie  Professor  of  General 
Patlioloij^y  and  Morbid  Anatomy,  and  the  Deinonstrator  of  Patiio- 
logical  Histology,  was  oi)cned  in  1874,  in  tlie  new  Hospital  building, 
and  has  already  attracted,  from  remote  sections  of  tlic  country,  ph}^- 
sicians  and  students  who  desire  special  preparation  in  microscopic 
technology  and  normal  jind  pathological  histology.  It  is  suitably 
furnished  with  microscopes,  and  all  appliances  requisite  for  practical 
study  of  these  subjects,  and  for  making  original  researches;  also  with 
a  library  of  standard  works  on  normal  and  pathological  histology. 

It  is  open  throughout  the  entire  year,  except  July  and  August. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  will  be  in  charge  of  the  Professor 
of  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy,  and  the  Demonstrator  of  Phar- 
macy. It  will  be  furnished  with  suitable  tables  and  all  necessary 
apparatus.  In  it  the  student  will  learn  not  only  the  various  phar- 
maceutical processes,  but  also  that  familiarity  with  drugs  which  can 
only  be  acquired  by  handling  them. 


PRIZES. 

Two  Prizes  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  each  will  be  awarded  to  the 
members  of  the  Graduating  Class  of  1877-t8  for  the  two  best  Essays 
upon  Medical  subjects,  provided  such  Essays  are  of  sufficient  merit 
to  be  worthy  of  publication. 

One  of  these  prizes  has  been  instituted  by  the  Society  op  the 
Alumni  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University. 

The  other  has  been  authorized  by  Henry  G.  Lea,  Esq.,  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Anatomical  Prizes. — A  Oold  Medal  will  be  awarded  by  the  De- 
monstrator of  Anatomy  to  the  student  who  shall  exhibit  the 
greatest  diligence,  care,  and  skill  in  the  practical  study  of  anatomy. 

A  Prize  of  Thirty  Dollars  will  also  be  awarded  by  the  Demon- 
strator to  the  student  who  shall  present  the  best  record  of  the  anoma- 
lies found  in  the  anatomical  rooms  during  the  year. 

The  names  of  those  to  whom  the  prizes  are  awarded  will  be 
announced  at  the  Annual  commencement  of  the  Medical  Department. 
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SPRING  COURSE  OF  LECTURES.  . 

1878. 

In  order  still  further  to  extend  the  opportunities  for  thorough  prep- 
aration, and  to  provide  facilities  for  research  and  experiment  to  ad- 
vanced students  and  graduates,  the  various  laboratories  in  connection 
with  the  University  are  open  during  the  spring  and  early  summer. 

The  special  clinics  and  lectures  are  continued  at  the  Hospital,  and 
the  Faculty  have  further  established  a  spring  course  on  important 
subjects  by  a  special  corps  of  instructors.  It  will  be  observed  that 
the  instruction  given  relates  to  all  the  departments  oi*  medicine,  and 
includes  Regional  Anatomy;  Histology;  Experimental  Physio- 
logy; General  Symptomatology;  Physical  Diagnosis;  Operative 
and  Minor  Surgery;  Orthopedic  Surgery;  Ophthalmoscopy; 
Refraction  and  Accommodation  of  the  Eye,  and  Operative  Oph- 
thalmic Surgery;  Venereal  Diseases;  Practical  Obstetrics; 
Operatve  Obstetrics  ;  Practical  Pharmacy;  Electrical  Thera- 
peutics ;  Diseases  of  Children  ;  and  Laryngoscopy. 

The  lectures  and  clinics,  together  with  the  lectures  of  the  Auxiliary 
Faculty  of  medicine,  the  clinical  facilities,  bedside  instruction,  etc., 
at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  and  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
afford  a  valuable  post-graduate  course.  The  course  for  18t8  opens 
March  20th.

The  Auxiliary  Department  of  Medicine  was  constituted  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  the  year  1865,  for  the  purpose  of  supplementing 
the  ordinary  course  of  medical  instruction  by  lectures  given  during 
the  spring  months  on  certain  collateral  branches  of  science. 

This  Department,  although  not  incorporated  with  that  of  Medicine 
proper,  conveys  instruction  upon  various  subjects  whose  study  is 
strongly  recommended  by  the  Trustees  as  essential  to  the  thorough 
education  of  the  physician.  On  this  account  the  lectures  of  the 
Auxiliary  Department  of  Medicine  are  made  free  to  all  the  matricu- 
lates and  graduates  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University. 
To  others,  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  is  charged  for  each  professor's  ticket, 
or  thirty-five  dollars  for  the  whole  course. 

Although  these  lectures  are  open  to  all  students  under  the  above 
regulations,  it  is  especially  advised  that  one  of  the  two  courses  re- 
quired shall  be  attended  after  graduation  in  medicine. 

On  graduates  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University,  or  of 
other  medical  schools  on  the  ad  eundem  list,  who  shall  have  attended 
two  full  courses  of  lectures  in  the  Auxiliary  Department  of  Medi- 
cine, and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  its  Faculty,  the 
Trustees  will  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  (Ph.D.)  at 
the  annual  commencement.
